In France, June 30, 19 18.— Went 
to Nantes y esterday and had a ty pi­ 
cally French meal— fairly good but 
nothing to brag about. 
The French 
are conserving their food as much as 
possible— but on ship we live high, 
have white bread and meat or fish 
three times a day — though not much 
sugar. 
It is fine warm weather and 
I wouldn’t mind a dish of ice cream 
— but the French don’t have 
any ­ 
thing liko that. 
Nantes is a very old town. 
It has 
a very 
prosperous looking 
square 
surrounded by shops, cafes and 
ho­ 
tels— with a fountain in the center of 
the 
square— and 
then 
within 
a 
stone’s throw are dirty alley s 
and 
slums. 
All classes of dwellings are 
together and mixed up. 
No 
doubt 
the age of the city has a great deal 
to do with it, but it is so different 
from our cities with the business sec­ 
tion in the center. 
The people are also 
afraid 
we 
shall see their y ards or gardens for 
all are enclosed by high stone walls 
and as y et I have never seen the in­ 
side of a garden. 
Rather a nice way 
to secure privacy but aj>oor way to 
make a town beautiful. 
Imagine the 
north shore in Chicago 
if 
all 
the 
y ards were walled 
in 
with 
stone 
walls eight feet high! 
^There 
are 
some good looking shops here, but it 
seems to me that the goods are high­ 
er than at home, due no doubt to the 
war. 


The letter below was received by 
Warren Badger from a nephew, Cap­ 
tain Dick, in France, who at one time 
was assistant cashier of the U. S. 
Treasury , in Chicago; 
Dear Uncle: 
Your letter of June 18tli was re­ 
ceived in due course and glad indeed 
to hear from y ou. 
I have started a letter to y ou sev­ 
eral times but it seems as though 
the work never gets to a point where 
we can sit back and say 
we 
are 
through for once. 
I have complete 
charge of the finance for the divis­ 
ion, which means the pay of 26,000 
men and over a 
thousand 
officers, 
besides the local purchases of 
sup 
plies. 
The bulk of our suppliés comes di­ 
rect from the United 
States, 
but 
fresh vegetables and such are pur­ 
chased locally . 
I have disbursed my ­ 
self over two million dollars in the 
short time we have been here, which 
is just what is left after all the allot­ 
ments and insurance premiums have 
been deducted from the men’s pay . 
You can get some idea of the amount 
of money that is. being thrown into 
France by the U. 
S. 
Army . 
The 
banks of France are taxed to their 
utmost to supply funds for pay ment. 
Our pay ments are all made in French 
money . 
My account is carried in IT. 
S.; my bank balance in francs. The 
pay is figured in U. S. and converted 
into francs and final account re-con­ 
verted, into U. S., 
and 
altogether 
there is ample excuse for pay masters 
going insane over here. 
My y ears of 
experience 
in 
the 
Treasury stands me in 
good 
stead 
and I hardly think I could handle the 
job had I not had such experience. 
The pay department 
is 
something 
like music. 
One never reaches the 
point where complete knowledge 
is 
had. 
A disbursing officer must keep 
posted on the laws passed 
by 
con­ 
gress, the decisions rendered by the 
Conipt roller of the Treasury , also the 
Judge Advocate General of the Army , 
the Articles of War, the Court Mar­ 
tial Manuals, the 
Q. M. 
Manuals.

MAINE IN ELECTION 


G. O. P. WINS NOTARLE \ KTORY 
ALL A LONG T H E IJN E 
IN EAST

Portland, Maine, Sept. 
10.— The 
republicans won a general victory in 
the biennial state election y esterday , 
complete results today making more 
and more apparent the substantiation 
of the early indications. 
United States 
Senator 
Fernald, 
Congressmen Goodall, White, Peters 
and Hersey , and Governor Milliken 
were re-elected over their dem ocra­ 
tic opponents by substantial majori­ 
ties, and in addition the republicans 
made notable gains in both branches 
of the legislature and among the 
sheriffs and county attorney s. 
In the state senate fight 1 lie re­ 
publicans seem to have elected 36 
candidates, against one democratic 
victory , a net gain of four for the 
republicans, while in tne house 112 
republicans and 39 democrats were 
elected, netting the republicans a 
gain of 14.

Statistics compiled by the departm ent show' food and financial losses in 


spoiled eggs that are appalling. 
The egg crop of the co untry is 8 0,000,009 


cases. 
Of that to tal pro ductio n 10,015 ,000 
cases 
are 
lost 
annually— 


eno ugh to give an army of 4 ,9 8 3,9 04 soldiers two eggs apiece fo r breakfast 


each day in the year. 
And the financial loss— lost freight, haulage and 


sto rage costs— is $122,7 35 ,5 00 a year. 


Illinois bears her share of that trem endo us loss— a big share— so the 


State Departm ent of Agriculture calls upo n all interested in the egg busi­ 


ness to use extrao rdinary care to prevent waste. 
Eggs are as fragile as 


they are good when fresh, and they m ust be handled carefully to do theor 


full service in winning the wrar.

officer that leaves for the states does 
so unwillingly. 
Many are being sent 
back to re-form units. 
There is a general feeling of su­ 
periority over there in the states and 
of course we of the A. E. F. have 
the distinguished mark of the

Brown belt and I will also have a 
gold service stripe in the near future.
